WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 — Eight 
of the thirteen divisions, compris­ 
ing the American Third 
army, 
now approaching the Rhine, eith­ 
er are national guards or national 
army troops and there is every 
reason to believe th a t they will 
bb on American soil again by mid­ 
summer. 
General March, 
chief-of-staff 
announced today th a t be antici­ 
pated no diffcuity in getting these 
units hom e within four 
months 
after peace has been established 
formally by proclamation. 
President Wilson, in his recent 
address to congress said the ses­ 
sions of the conference probably 
ivould be concluded by spring, and 
biased on this estimate of 
the 
time, General March’s statement 
was accepted to mean that these 
forces would return dtiring 
the 
•ammer. 
Two national guard divisions, 
the 32nd and 42nd, and two of the 
national army, the 89th and 90th 
now are in the front line of Major 
General Dlckman’s arm y of oc­ 
cupation which was within twen 
ty miles of the Rhine last night 
according to General Pershang 
report. The 28th and 33 rd Nation 
a1 Guard and the 
79th National 
army are in the second line, con 
stunting th e reserve which is oc­ 
cupying Luxemburg and various 
rail centers in France, Including 
Montmedy, Longuyon, Et ain and 
St. Mihlel. The first, third, fourth 
and fifth regulars comprise the 
remainder of the advancing army 
while the 2nd and 7th divisions 
are with the reserve. 
Begnlnrs Remain Longer, 
The estim ate as to the possib­ 
ility that all except regular divis­ 
ions will have been 
withdrawn 
from Franco by mid-summer 
based on General March’s reply to 
a question as ta stops necessary 
to obtain an extension of the en 
lisUaent period

The order of demobili­ 
zation providing that combat div­ 
isions be disbanded last, he said, 
has not been altered.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.— Post­ 
master General Burleson 
wrote 
Captain Benjamin Lipsner today 
in accepting his resignation as su­ 
perintendent of the aerial 
mall 
service that charges made public 
by him in leaving the office were 
"from beginning to end a tissue 
of misstatements upon 
matters 
which you should be fully con­ 
versant.” 
Captain Lipsner was 
quoted 
last night as saying he resigned 
because he had been 
informed 
that novices were to be placed in 
charge of im portant branches of 
the service and that special air­ 
planes are to be built for carry­ 
ing mail. 
The statement that the postof­ 
fice department nan considered or 
authorized extensive 
alterations 
of mlitary airplanes which 
the 
war department is turning over 
to it has no foundation except iii 
your imagination.” 
Mr. Burleson said in his letter 
to Captain Lipsner; 
"Except for the application of 
skiis 
to 
the 
runnlng-gear 
of 
planes, to facilitate landing in 
snow- as recommended by you and 
for experimental modification of 
three DeHaviland planes to de­ 
crease landing speed and minor 
modifications »o facilitate loading 
of mail, nothing has been author­ 
ized.”

refraction of rules which rest for

Bach were some of the incidents 
which attended the devastation of 
Belgian territory, the sinlgag of 
passenger ships and the alm ost 
incredible brutality of the mal­ 
treatment of allied prisoners .of 
war. 
"We ought to Insist that justice 
be done,” declared Mr. Asquith, 
"and that not only that: the forum, 
but tho

JueHts— the 
meting out to the wrongdoer of 
his due, so t less and not morn— 
should be scrupulously observed.”

pressure on the government. Long 
live the German 
republic 
and 
her 
first 
president, 
Comrade 
Ebert.’ ” 
Chancellor Ebert replied that 
the administration must remain 
in the hands of the government. 
He counselled patience until the 
congress of the workmen’s and 
soldiers’ councils 
had 
decided 
regarding the convocation of a 
national assembly. 
A sailor from 
Kiel spoke up: 
"I will put a straight question, 
whether 
Comrade 
Ebert 
will 
agree to our selection of him as 
president of the German repub­ 
lic.” 
The chancellor replied; 
"Not without conferring with 
the government.” 
The soldiers and sailors then 
marched away.

Convention of Organizations 
from AII Over the 
World Favored 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.— In bring 
ing about world-wide adoption of 
a policy of international economic 
co-operation the United 
States 
chamber of conimene favors the 
calling of an international con­ 
vention of commercial organiza­ 
tions, similar to that held in Paris 
in June, TDH. 
The conference it was declared 
in a report of the chamber’s com­ 
mittee on foreign relations, re ­ 
cently adopted and made public 
tonight should be held at 
the 
"earliest moment considered prac­ 
ticable,” so that the war having 
been brought to a successful con­ 
clusion from a military 
stand- 
noint should not "fail in its larg ­ 
er purpose of making the world 
safe for democracy.” 
Declaring against exploitation 
of the defeated central powers or 
other nations weakened by 
the 
war the report urges the chamber 
to employ its 
far-reaching 
and 
powerful Influence toward re-es­ 
tablishment on a basis 
of 
fair 
dealing. 
Co-operation of nations whose 
success had been demonstrated in 
military affairs should be extend­ 
ed, the committee said to 
the 
problems of reconstruction 
and 
peace. This policy, it was declar­ 
ed, would help to do away 
with 
the friction formerly based upon 
economic clashes and national ri­ 
valries. 
Tho chamber adopted a recom­ 
mendation favoring the following 
principles: 
-Endorsement of the principle 
of international economic co-op­ 
eration which Is to include all n a­ 
tions similarly minded. 
Appointment 
of a committee 
for the development of a better 
understanding and good will be- 
tween the United States aud other 
industrial nations. 
A declaration to the effect that 
the business interests of our coun­ 
try stand opposed to any policy of 
sxploitation; endorsement of the 
principle of service as basic to a 
proper international relationship.

In Reconstruction Period. 


Dr and Mrs. AllPn A Tanner, 
who are spending Sunday in Jack 
Isonville, will leave tomorrow for 
St. Louis, to make a brief visit 
with Mrs. Mary Tanner Post be­ 
fore returning to their home in 
Denver. 
For many years past Dr. Tan­ 
ner has been actively interested 
In sociological problems and in an 
earnest and self-sacrificing 
way 
has sought to turn new light upon 
many of these problems which 
perplex present day society. 
It 
will be remembered th a t he work­ 
ed for a year or more at a factory 
In Alton and has taken other 
training of a like kind, in order 
to get the exact point of view of 
the worker and to know intim ate­ 
ly of hts surroundings. In Denver 
he was th e pastor of both the 
Peoples’ 
Tabernacle 
and 
tne 
First Congregational church, in 
Addition to doing a large amount 
of lecture work. The strain prov­ 
ed too m uch for him 
and about 
two years ago he resigned to take 
an extended rest. 


During the past year, in order 
to secure this rest and also

carry ut some research ideas, he

evolved will be followed in these 
cottages. 
Dr. and Mrs. Tanner are just

east where 
they spent some time in the study 
of economic and industfial ques­ 
tions, especially as applied to re­ 
construction days. It is the opin­ 
ion of Dr. Tanner that some very 
serious problems are in prospect 
and upon their correct solution 
will depend much of the happi­ 
ness of both capital and laoor. Dr.

how well th e soldiers of the allied armies k e p t faith with th e heroic 
dead and m ade su re th a t th e sacrifices of th o s e who sleep beneath 
the battle fields of E u ro p e w ere not made In v a in . 
The verses of both 
poems are quoted below:

Letters of Interest from Morgan County Boys in the 
Country’s Service. 


From John Sloan. 


IT. S. Army, France. 
19th, October, 1918. 
Dear Mother:- 
Last night 
we 
rejoined 
the 
main body of our corps troops and 
when I ran across the mail cabi­ 
ned, which was set up in a shed 
behind the mes kitchen, 
I pick­ 
ed up the S's and started 
thru 
them in a somewhat half-hearted 
manner— more thru 
force 
of 
habit than anything else, hardly 
hoping to find 
anything 
from 
home having been disappointed so 
often of late, when 
I 
was for­ 
tunate enough to find three let­ 
ters, two from you anti one from 
Agnes, and you can bet 
I spent 
a very happy half hour reading 
them. 
One of 
them 
contained 
clippings enumerating the antics 
of my three friends of the grade 
of lieutenant and they Interested 
me very much. 
Not having EJm- 
irett’s addres, I *m going to ask 
you to convey my congratulations 
and hest wishes to him thru his 
mother- altho I note his wife 
a Jacksonville girl. 
I can’t quite 
place her, howtver I am confident 
that Emmet has chosen a worthy 
partner. 
I hear from the boys of my old 
outfit quite often, all 
of 
whom 
having begged, for many months 
past, to be allowed to transfer to 
even the most dreaded branches 
cr ti>e service, but without avail 
and now. that the war is growing 
to a close they are feeling mighty 
litter 
about 
the 
manner 
in 
which they have been tossed into 
the discard. 
They are boys, too 
of the type which makes the best 
officer material in the world, this 
was demonstrated by the willing 
ness with which they steped into 
the first breach which the service 
offered, and that was back in the 
days when U. S. transport ships 
were 
not convoyed and simply 
trusted 
to 
luck 
to get across 
There is no doubt but what they 
have been done a great injustice 
and it will be very embarraslng 
for them to go back in a hospital 
unit. I can at least be 
thankful 
for my transfer to the corps and 
the very interesting work that it 
entails; it has carried me quite a 
ways beyond the Hindenburg line 
and I would like to be 
able to 
write you in detail of the Bights 
and happenings, events of which 
w« are a part, but that will come 
later. 
In your letter of 19 of Septem­ 
ber- you say that 
Francis 
had 
written from England; he surely 
must 
be 
In France by now, as 
American troops, as a rule, only 
remain in England for eight 
or 
ten days, and 
I 
am 
anxiously 
awaiting news from him, so that 
I may apply for a special leave in 
order that I may meet him 
or 
have him come to where I am 
it is very likely that we will get 
together, alright, as rum or has it 
that we will come out “ on rest” 
within the next few days, 
and 
it will be some 
months 
before 
his division goes to the front. 
We had a very interesting ex 
perience the other day when we 
captured our first town in which 
the Germans had allowed civilians 
to remain. 
They certainly were 
happy to regain their liberty and 
came oui 
to 
meet 
the 
Allied 
troops, most of whom were Amer­ 
icans singing the “Marsellaise” . 
The Germans had enslaved every 
man, women and 
child 
in the 
town since its capture on the 22nd 
of August, 1914, 
had 
subjected 
them to the most cruel and vile 
treatment imaginable, and their 
stories were heartrendering. 
For 
instance as son as they captured 
the town, they took 
the 
most 
able bodied 
of the male inhabi­ 
tants between the ages of 16 and 
I»0 and shipped them to Germany 
where they were to he used in tho 
mines aud munition plants; the 
rest of ltd people were kept in 
the town, where 
the 
men and 
young boys were brought 
down 
to tho front and forced to do the 
most arduous work, 
with 
very 
little rest and still less 
to eat, 
building fortifications, while ex­ 
posed to the shell fire of the Al­ 
lied 
guns; 
some of the women 


were kept in the town to 
clean 
the streets, etc., 
and t he 
rest 
were forced to work in the fields 
and truck gardens, the products 
of which they were forbidden 
to 
use; they state that, they would 
have died of 
starvation 
had 
it 
not been for the American Relief 
societies who shipped food in to 
them thru Holland and Switzer­ 
land, and they assured that these 
rations were cut to a very meager 
allowance by the time they 
had 
gone thru the hands of Hun mili­ 
tary people. 
This was all told to 
mo by an old man about 65 years 
old, who. even at that was aged 
beyond his years; he stated that 
ho had been working for the Hun 
for four years 
and 
he 
pointed 
to 
a 
boy 
at his side, who had 
been 
Working in the front lines 
for the past two years and 
who 
did not seem to be over eight 
or 
nine years old.
